School Board Studies Fmances
Wonders Where to Get More Cash

The Torrance School Board
Tuesday night took a look at
the financial future, and did
not/like what it saw. The tax-
payer probably won't like it
either.

The total estimated costs nf
running the school district in
the next fiscal year will be
$8,192,401, some $334,000 more
than estimate income. Accord-
ing to estimates, costs per
pupil will be $11.18 higher
next year than they were in
the 1957-58 school 'year. It
presently costs $333.56 per
pupil -per year, which is one
of the lowest in the country.

County Library System May Go
Kaput in City, Council Hears

or set up a municipally operat-
ed library plan,

The city’s contract for local
library services with the
county will not be renewed at
the end of the next fiscal year,
according to the board of
supervisors,

The county's action cast
doubt on the proposed con-
struction of a new county-
financed library in the Tor-
rance civic center, Only last
week, County Librarian John
Henderson suggested a 12,000

square feet, $300,000 county

library be placed in the center.

Under the current system,
the county furnishes personnel
and books for libraries operat-
ed in city-owned buildings. The
city is paying about $62,000 for
the service this fiscal year,

Money for local libraries is
raised through a municipal tax
levy by 59 cents per $100 as-
sesed valuation, Tax rate of
the county library system is
9.9 cents, with a increase
probable next year.

Torrance has had a library
contract with the county since
1936,

Word of the county’s action

was recelved with raised eye-
